IRS. YELVERTON. 


Short Sketch of Her Experiences in 
Memphis; Also, in Great Brit- 
ain and Other Parts of 

the World. 


Hon. Mrs. Yelverton’s intention to read 
before a Memphis audience will probably | 
be esrried out satisfactorily to herself and 
her friends within afew days. A very se- 
lect and refined audience was disappointed 
last Thursday night, because sho declined 
to read at the Memphis Club Hall. Her 


reasons were accepted as valid and suffi- 


cient by the most of those present. She 


stated very clearly that her position was 


such in Europe that she could not and 
would not come down to the level of a 


mere showman. She had given fifty-two 
readings in America, and had never before 
been charged for the privilege. Mr. 
Loague, the County Clerk, had refused 
to allow the doors to be opened until 
the tax on license and a penalty because 
it nad not been taken out sooner. A 
crowd stood waiting at the door for some 


time, and at last some gentleman went or 
sent to the office and pledged himself to 
see the full tax paid. Mrs. Yelverton soon 
arrived, and on learning what had been 
done refused, under the circumstances, to 
read, and the money was accordingly re- 
funded. A number of prominent citizens 
called an indignation meeting, which was 
at, once, in the hall. Speeches 
were made by several gentlemen, and it 
was resolved that Mrs. Yelverton be in- 
vited to give a reading at an early day. A 
committees of five was appointed to make | 
the arrangements necessary to enable Mrs. 
Yelverton to appear before the public un- 
der auspicious circumstances. 

A brief sketch of ber romantic and re- 
markable life may prove interesting to our 
readers. The Hon. Marie Therese Yel ver- 
ton nee Longworth, is the youngest child 
and almost the last survivor of a very 
ancient and aristocratic Lancashire family. 
Having lost her mother when very young, 
she was transferred to the care of a French 
aunt, the Countess de Prinssay, by whom 
she was educated in a convent, as is usual 
with the French nobility. Every year dur- 
ing the vacations she spent her time with 
her aunt, who, being a woman of the 
world, visited most of the fashionable 
watering places of Europe; so that the 
traveling career of Mrs. Yelverton com- 
menced very early in life. Her aunt took 
her to Italy to finish her education in 
Italian music and painting. Her 
father, being a wealthy man, spared 
no amount of money to have his daughter 
made one of the most accomplished women 
of the age. Seven different professors 
were employed at this time to exert their 
rap for her benefit. Unfortunately, 
she lost her father about this time. Im- 
bued from her gonvent life with deep and 


romanticideas of a life deyoted to charity, 


she insisted, in spite of the remonstrances 
of her aunt and friends, in joining the 
order of Saint Vincent de Paul, usually
